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CANADA IN SOUTH APRICA 


A blue book of more then ordinary 
interest has been issued by the militia 
depar:ment, being a repart on the or- 
ganization, equipment, despatch and 
service of the Canadian contingents for 
the war in South Africa during part 
of i899 and 1900. The blue book con- 
tuias the official reports of the com- 
manders of the various parts of the 
ceverai comtingents with a complete 
list of the casualties of ail classes. The 
lirst coitingent veceives the greater 
share of tne altenucn, from having 


taken sucht bonorable part in (he most 
nOtavle britisn victory of the war, the 
battle of fraardeberg, Several color- 
ed plens of the battle field are given, 
Ujustrating the important part taken 
by the Canadians, {here is also a plan 
ot the battle field of Doorn ixop, an- 
other important cngageznent in which 
they took part. Altbough the North- 
west, was ignored in the formation of 
the lirst contingent, and therefore we 
have not the same interest in their 
proceedings as in ‘hose of the second 
and third, we can appreciate none 
the less the devotion of the infantry, as 
shown by their long list of killed: and 
wounded. The ful' strength of the 
regiment at starting is given as 1019. 
Toj this was added a reinforcement of 
100, making a total of 1118. Of these 
69 were killed, and 29 died from dis- 
ease. Total deaths 68, wounded 123. 

The second cortingent was compos- 
ed of two squadrons of mounted rifles 
from the Northwesi, two squadrons of 
dragoons from Eastern Canada. and 
three batteres of artillery from East- 
ern Canada The m-unted men number- 
hered 742 of which number 344 were 
from the Territories. The artillery 
numbered 427. The dragoons, mount- 
ed rifles and artillery make separate 
reports. The dragoons tock part in 
28 engagements. The commander 6f 
the mounted rifles does not give a list 
of the engagements taken part in by 
that force, but mentions Brandfort. 
Constontia Siding, Vett river, Zand 
river, May Tih, and Zand river, May 
10th. Kliipriversberg,. May 28 and 29, 
Crocodile river. June 3: Diamond Hills, 
June 9 awd 10, Honing Snruit, Tnly-.

O[ 376 western horses brought out 
with the mounted rifles, 13 died at sea, 
24 were kilied in action or died, on duty, 
7 were exchanged for native horses, 
177 gave out on the march, 122 were 
in rest and remount depots, and 33 
were still at work when the battalion 
left Africa. Col. Evans says that if 
they had been given a month’s rest 
on reaching Cape Town he believes that 
7 per cent would have been with the 
battalion to the end of thd service. 

Of 375 eastern horses of the dragoons 
40 died at sea, 194 died of exhaustion 
or were killed in action, 123 were rend- 
ered unf't for duty and left behind, 
11 which were in the rest and remount 
depot at Pretoria were sold to the 
fritish government and 7 were taken 
over by the 5th larcers. © 

The difference between the eastern 
and western horses was that out of 
an. equal number to start with at the 
end of the campaign 33 western and 
7 eastern horses were still fit for ser- 
vice, while 122 western and 11 eastern 
were being rested and refitted. The 
rest were wiped off the slate, 155 west- 
ern horses or over 41 pe~ cent were 
still of service as against 18 eastern, 
or five per cent. 

The artillery horses did better than 
the cavairy. ‘he batteries had about 
130 horses each, Of these E battery 
sold 44 to the British government at 
#28 each. D battery sold 68, andj C 
battery reports losing about half their 
horses during the campaign.

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JASPER HOUSE MICA. 

-McEvoy’s report of his explorations 
of 1898 in the vicinity of the Jasper 
House has been printed by the geologi- 
cal department. ' 

The mica deposits which have ai- 
tracted a great deal of attention from 
Edmonton people are situated beyond 
the Rockies in British Columbia not 

| far from Tet Jaune Cache, which is 
the westerly outlet of the pass. Mr. 
McEvoy says: _ ‘Ya 

“On the southwest side of the valley, 
opposite Tete Jaune Cache, on Mica 
Mountain a great series of mica-schists 
ara found dipping &. 45 degrees W. at 
angles of 30 degrees to 5U degrees, This 
series includes dark glittering mica- 
schist, easily weathering, thinly foliat- 
ed garaetiferous mica-schist, with a 


high percentage of mica and garnet, ; 


hard garnetiferous mica-schist in mas- 
sive beds, bands of dark fine-grained 
micaceous rock apparently of eruptive 
origin and layers of fine-grained gneiss 
which in some instances at least, is 
certainly intrusive. The whole series 
while differing somewhat from the 
Shuswap series of the southern interior 
of British Columbia, shows the main 
characteristics of that series and may 
be classed as such. The age of this 
series as given by Dr. Dawson is Arch- 
aean. The wide valley intervening be- 
tween, these rocks and those of Cam- 
brian age opposite, is covered by super- 
ficial deposits and hides the line ‘of 
contact. It would be necessary to as- 
sume a great fault along this valley 
to explain the! altitude of the rocks of 
the Shuswap ser’es, if the apparent dip 
of these rocks ‘were the real ‘dip’ of the 
original bedding, but such is not ‘the 
case. The rocks are extremely foliated 
aand all trace of the originai bedding’ is 
destroyed. This foliation is roughly 
parallel toi that seen ‘in the Cambrian 
rocks across the valley where the orig- 
inal hedding covld still be distinguish- 
ed. Asit was there entirely independ- 
ent of the dip of the bedding, it cannot 
here be taken to have any significance 
in the determination of the thickness 
of the formation. 

“Pegmatite veins are of frequent oc- 
currence in the garnet ferous mica- 
schists, some of **-em having 2 thick- 
hess of over iifty feet. ; 

“The ordinary constituents of these 
are, quartz, trictivic felspar and mus- 
covite. In addition t> these they some- 
times contain tourmaline, garnet, cyan- 
ine, beryl and apatite, Dr. Hoffmann 
has kindly examined many of the min- 
eral specimens collected, and has de- 
termined these. On one of these veins 
seven miles south of Tete Jaune Cache, 
the Benanza mica mine is Jocated. It 
1s 5,300 feet above the level of. the Fras- 
er river. Where an opening has been 
made, the veim is about fifteen feet 
wide dipping S. 45 degrees W. 40 de- 
grees, with the schi.ts. Its continua- 
tion, to the northwest is covered with 
talus from the mountain, while on the 
southeast s‘de of the opening, the orig- 
inal rounded tup of the vein is covered 
by the schists. The quartz, felspar and 
muscovite are separated into large 
masses, The crys‘a's of muscovite, 
which are f-equently eighteen inches 
lang and eleven fiiches wide, are found 
in greatest abundance near the hang- 
ing wall. It is evident, not only from 
the fact that the great denudation to 
which these mornmtains have been sub- 
Pose a a Be Pad Sent at aiao 
from the} amount of segregation, that 
the mass has been cooled at a great 
depth, and very slowly. Beryl is found 
in} this vein. The mica is a transpir- 
ent muscovite with a very slight green- 
ish cast, and of excelent quality. While 
little work has been done’ with, a view 
to proving the extent of the deposit, 
it may reascnably be expected, from 
what actually appears, that a large 
quantity of mica can be obtained here, 
and the probabilities of further im- 
portant developments appear to be 
very favoravle. Thirty feet below the 
Bonanza vein, is another vein of peg- 
matite, forty feet thick. A feav miles 
to the southeast across an intervening 
ritge, another claim has heen tocat- 
ed by come Edmonton miners. but no 
work was in progress and the place was 


not visited.” : 


WEEDS. 

The Territorial department of agri- 
culture employs a weed inspector, who 
has a number of Jocal weed inspectors 
employed under him. There is not 
much use in paying a weed inspector 
unless attention is paid to what he 


says; and what be says cannot be 
known uuless it is published. Yor this 
reason, and not because the informa- 
tion is pleasing the Bulletin 
publishes the following extract 
from Mr. Willing’s most re- 
cently published report relating 
to the Edmontan district. Although 


the Bu'Je**- is of the opinion that Mr. 
Willing’s method of stating the case 
makes it appear worse than the facts, 
it is ta be feared that there is too 
much foundation for his statements. 
The extract is from the report of the 
Northwest department of agriculture 
for 1990: . 

“I spent several days driving about 
the Edmonton district and concluded 
that no ueighborhood needed the ser- 
vices of an inspector more than this. 
Mest of the fields were yellow. with’ ball 
mustard, false flax was abundant, 
sbepherd’s purse covered the roads and 
red rovt was growing about rhe town. 
Native brome was very plentiful among

lettuce. On the eleventh I drove with 
Mr. Brunelle to Fort Saskatchewan 
and, by way of Belmont and Horse Hill 
school, to the Poplar lake district. As 
in other portions of the Edmonton di:- 
trict, the fields were here yellow with 
ball mustard, some wild mustard and 
a great deal of false flax, and the roads 
were covered with shepherd’s purse. At 
the school nouse, I addressed such off the 
farmers as took interest enough in 
weeds to face a heavy thunderstorm, 
mm the midst of which we had to return 
te Edmonton. ; 

“We drove to St. ‘Albert on the 1zth 
to} a ing arranged by the Strath- 
cona agricultural society, The attend- 
ance was small, as few seemed to know 
anything of the meeting, owing to 
short novice. A number of penple ex- 
pressed the wish that meetirgs had 
been arranged for other points. 

“The inspector on the south side of 
the Saskatchewan, Mr. Toll, drove 
mej to; the Fort by way of the Clover 
Bar and Agricola settlements. On 
the way we found sonie of the farmers 
pulling hare’s ear mustard, which was 
plentiful in some fields. AI through 
the country no pains seem to be taken 
to; destroy weeds about the edges of 
fields. Ploughing for summer fallow 
ig altogether too late as the weeds are 
well advanced towards ripening  ke- 
fore being turned in. if 

“The agricultural society at Fort 
Saskatchewan had a very well aitend- 
edi meeting which’ I addressed on the 
subject of weeds. ' c 

“I saw stink weed, perennial rag 
weed, Canada thistle, wild mustard, 
red root, shepierd’s purse, sheep sor- 
rel and ox eye daisy growing) on the 
Calgary & Edmonton right of way; at 
Strathcona, where stock cars had been 
cleaned out. The ditches were full of 
alsike and Dutch clover, on which could 
be; seen. numerous honey bees. I have 
been informed that some farmers in 
the district ‘have kept these insects 
successfully for a number of years, and 
that an, excelient quality of honey has 
been produced. , f 

“Having received instructions from 
the department to make a collection 
of grasses, I ‘drove to Leduc and gath- 
ered a number of well grown species.”

A FOUR1H CONTINGENT, 

In view of the unexpected continua- 

tion, of the war in South Africa, the 


Canadian government recently offer- 


ed the Imperial government to enlist 
and equip another thousand mounted 
men for service there. The offer was 
declined by the British authorities. 
Punch criticized adversely the refusal 
of the British government in a, strik- 
ing cartoon, whereupon the Toronto 
Mail proceeds to explain the reasons 
for the British refusal, and to blame 
the Canadian government for it. Ac- 
cording to the Mail’s story about the 
time, 1200 men were being enlisted for 
the South African constabulary a Maj- 
or Merritt offered the British govern- 
ywent to enlist 500 Canadiags) to serve 
in South Africa. The Canadian gov- 
ernment declinéd to ,allow Major 
Merritt to enlist men, taking the 
ground that enlistments for military 
purposes in Canada should only be un- 
der the authority of the Canadian gov- 
erament. If men yere needed the 
goverament would take the necessary 
action in the matter. The Canadian 
government then made the offer men- 
tioned, which accofding to the Mail 
was declined by the British war, office 
because of the previous refusal to allow 
enlistment. Although the Mail is not 
pleased with the course of the Canadian 
government in the matter, there are 
few who will not say thatit has act- 
ed correctly, and with becoming dig- 
nity, as well as patrictism. When 
Canadians take part in the wurs of 
the empire they should take part as 
Canadians, not as mercenaries; Only 
in such cases can the Canadiani people 
as a people share in the credit oi their 
acts. The South African constabulary 
were enlisted in Canada under special 
arrangement with the government of 
Canada, as a civil, not as a military 
force, the idea, being that the war was 
then over. But the experience of that 
enlistment was not such as to make 
it desirable tbat the experiment should 
be repeated. The enlistment was en- 
tirely in the hands of the British 
authorities, but the Canadian govern- 
ment was held responsible in the pub- 
lic mind for the peculiar methods of 
those authorities. As a result of those 
methods the men of the force tramped 
the streets of Ottawa for weeks attir- 
ed in biue sweateas, blue overalls and 
gray overcoats. ‘They were not allow- 
ed to retain their own clothing ahd the 
Pritish government had not supplied 
them with uniforms. Who supplied 
the sweaters and overalls is as yet a 
mystery, but the occurrence was one 
that ne self-respecting government 
could allow (Lo be repeated. Canadians 
are as ready as ever to uphold the 
cause of the empire, but the govern- 
ment would not be justified in allow- 
ing their enthusiastic loyalty to be 
exploited for self-advertising purposes 
by adventures with er without mili- 


tary titles.

THE KOAD QUESTION. 

The report of the Territo~al depart- 
ment of public works for the year 1900 
contains the following reference to the 
road question: : 

In each of the two previous annual 
reports attention was directed to the 
fact that the niatter of road improve- 
ment is one of (ne most troublesome 


problems with which tbe department ; 


has to dea!, and the experfence gained 
during the past year has certainly not 
added anything to the possibility of 
satisfactorily solving that problem in 
the immediate futur®j 

Up to 1899 the demand was for good 
roads, but, during that year and the 
past season, the request in the north- 
ern and western portions of the Ter- 
ritories has been, for passable roads 
which could be travelled over, even 
without any load. 

Previous to, 1899 we had experienced 
in the Territories a series of years of 
average rainfall, and asia consequence, 
the earth roads, whether consisting of 
thase in their matural state or those 
which had been graded, did not become 
badly cut up. The wet seasons of 1899 
and 1900, however, made many of these 
roads practically impassable, and in 
ithe Prince Albert and Edmonton dis- 
irict s during th» pastiseason it was not 
possible to travel on some of the more 
important highways even with a light 
buggy. : 

This condit‘on of affairs naturally 
led. to much complaint and te criticism 
of the department for its failure to 
improve the roads. The facet that the 
conditions which rendered them im- 
passable also, for the time being, pre- 
vented any steps taken towards their 
improvement, was altogether — lost 
sight of. In discussing the question of 
reads, we must assume,/as a basis, the 
fact that so long as we have earth 
roads we must expo't bad roads dur- 
ing wet seasons, and as the conditions 
in the Territories will not permit of 
the coustruction of any other kind of 
roads for many years to come it must 
bel understood now that du~ing certain 
years good roads w*}li be an impossibil- 
ity. : 4 | 

The exper‘ence of the past two years | 
indicates that in the northern portion 
of the Territories the energies of the 
department during the next 
few years must be devoted to the mat- 
ter of drainage of low areas intersect- 
ed by main roads, before attempting | 
to make any further improvements | 
on{ these roads. Tho question of drain- | 
age, however, 13 closely akin to that of 
the road problem in difficulty of solu- 
tion, and will recessitate very care- 
fully digested legislation before it can 
be undertaken en anything lika a 
large seal>. {t js cervatn that drain- 
age will do more than anything else 
to improve the reads in ‘ertain por- 
tions of the Territories. but the first 
outlay on the large ditches required 
to insure a rapid discharge of surplus 
water from the large areas of Jow 
land in those districts must of neces- 
city he large, and in addition we are 
confronted with the almost innumer- 
able questions of legal rights which 
have arisen from the construction of 
such drainage works in the older pro- 
vincesi of the Dominion. 

Surveys were made during the past 
year for four drainage schemes re- 
quired in connection with the improve- 
ment of main roads in Northern Al- 
berta, and the neeéssary p'ans and 
estimates of cost for these schemes 
have been prepared. 

Attention is again directed to the 
great rccess*ty for adopting a scheme 
of main highways in the different por- 
tions of the Territories; and confining 
the cxpenditure each year ta the 
amount available for road improve- 
ments to these main roads until they 
are put in good shape. It is realized 


that ‘n certain districts the route: 
to market centres have not yet been 
permanently fixed and that railway 


extensions throughout the Territories 
will change -many of the existing 
routes: but..on the other hand, it. is 


certain that in some districts the 
main roads as now travelled will he 
the market routes Tor many years to 
come, and in those districts at least 


our efforts should be strictly canfined 
to improvemeat of such roads. 

The present system of expending 
avallable amounts in small sums on 
several roads in a district is wasteful 
in the extreme and results in a patch- 


work method of road improvement 
which is conducive of no permanent 
results. The information given  fur- 


ther on regarding the large mass of 

work ‘n the way of road improvements 

completed by the local improvement 

districts Yast year certainly indicates 

that the smaller improvements can 

now be safely loft to the districtd to 

complete, and thus enable the depart- 

mental expenditure to be concentrat- 

the main bighways: but even 

desirable end can he reached 

understood -that the mat- 

ter of making anything like geod 

permanent roads of those main high- 

ways must be a question of consider- 

able time and the result of working 

each year unde a def nite scheme look- 

to a defined end. 

Vith good drainage it has been 

proved in the Territories that earth 

roads, properly graded and. provi/- 

ed with a comparatively thin surface 

dressing of gravel, will withstand 

heavy traffic without bectihing badly | 
cut up, but m many districts gravel 
is almost impossible to obtain, and 
broken stone cah only be had at pro- 
hibitive figures. It would therefore 
seem that in those districts we must 
fori some time limit’ our efiaris to pro 
viling the draimare and look ferward 
to more 6r lése resurfacing of the roads 
each year. 

On: two of the important roads in the 
norihern portion of the Territories it 
has heen found necessary to lay down 
corduroy on long sections. of the road 
to permit of travel! over low pla 
and muskegs. This kind of yoad, when 
new and properly constructed, for: 
al good road bed, but it is not of alast 
ing character and requires continu»! 
repairs after the heavy traffic of the 
first year or two has ‘worn off the 
surface covering of clay and exposed 
the logs forming the foundation. The 
existing conditions where vordurey 
roads have been built cin be material- 
ly improved by drainage, but the con- 
struction of drains in these low 
swamps or muskegs is an expensive un- 
dertaking, as the ditches must neces- 
sarily be put ‘n by hand, the soft na- 
ture of the bottom precluding the pos- 
sibility of using horses with ploughs 
and scrapersjas is usual in the sections 
where the greund is good.

CATTLE. 

Annual report of 1900 of Territorial 
| department of agriculture. 

Owing te the scheduling of cattle 
from the Argéntine Republic, on ac- 
count of an outbreak of fooi and. mouth 
disease im a shipment from that coun- 
iry bound to a British port, the de- 
mand in the British market for Can- 
adian cattle showed an upward ten- 


This favourable condition, 
however, was largely neutralized by 
the phenomenal advances in ihe 


ocean freights, doubiless owing tod the 
transportatlom requirements in con- 
nection with the campaign in South 
Africa. Freightsi of cattle averag- 


| ed $13 per head as compared with $8 


last year, and to add to the difficul- 
tias, hay advanced $2 per ton. 

Export cattle from the Calgary dis- 
trict brought 3 1-2 cents per Ib. live | 
weight, averaging somewhere about 
$50 per head. In the Lethbridge dis- 
trict, the same class of cattle brought 
about the same pfice. From $40 
to $42 per ‘head was.paid for light cat- 
tle. Exporters from the Medicine Hat 
and Lethbridge districts averaged 
about $45 per head, being largely threes 
and fours. The prices paid for Prince 
Albert, Battleford, Yorkton, Touch- 
wood Hills, Moosomin, Dundurn find 
Regina cattle ranged from $40 to $45 
for threes| to four year old steers, thé 
majority bringing $45. Export dealers 
were prepared to pay for choice heifers 
and steers, weighed off cars at Win- 
nipeg aml tipping the scales at’ 1,200 
lbs., $3.75 per ewt., purchasers assum- 
ing freight. As a general rule, our 
stockmen obtained $50 per head for 
four year olds and $45 for three year 
olds

the difficulties of the situation, The 
department of agriculture of Washing- 
ton has been very active in the way 
of obtaining forage plants and grasses 
with which te replenish the western 
grazing ranges. “Grasses have been 
imported from South Africa and other 
semi arid countries to accomplish this 
end, but the department has met with 
very severe opposition on the part of 
stock owners in the western States who 
desire to retain théir grasp on tha pub- 
lic domain) asi Jong aS possible and ‘are 
suspicious of any attempt to improve 
the country. An indicat’on of the 
crowded condition of the United States 
grazing ranges, is the large immi- 
gration of Montana; stockmen into ‘the 
ranching districts.of the. Territories: 

An inieresting feature of the cat- 
tle business of the ‘Territories is the 
movement from Ontario, Manitoba and 
the farming districts of: the 
Territories to Southern ‘Alberta and 
Western Assiniboia, The importation 
from Ontario emounted to 11,434,, from 
Manitoba 24,896, from Saskatchewan 
738, from Eastern Assinibvia 4,996 and 
from Northern Alberta 222, making the 
total influx of cattle into ranching dis- 
tricts of the Territories of 42,286. The 
total export of cattle from the whole 
of the Northwest Territories for 1899 
was 41,471, while during the past, year 
55,129 head ‘were: exported, showing an 
increase of 13,658 in favor of the lat- 
ter. The shipment of stockers from 
Ontario and Manitoba into the Terri- 
tories, Amounting to. over 36,000 head, 
is significant, indicaiing an cnormous 
increase in the export business a few 
vears hence when these animals have 
reached maturity.

Mr. Loveland 
returned to the States by way of the 
Pacific coast and for 35 years bore in 
memory the rich gravels of the Sus- 
katchewan and at length, in 1896, 
returned to them. He spent the 
summer of °96 in progpecting the river 
and became convinced that dredge 
mining sbou'd pay well here. He 
returned to his home in Platteville, 
Wisconsin, and the following spring 
came back with wther enterprising 
American gentiemen, and several 
dredges on the “dipper”-plan were 
‘built, Owing to faulty gold-saving 
apparatus and _ insufficient capacity 
most of these rigs were unsuccessful, 
Undaunted by partial failure and 
fully assured of the richness of the 
river, Mr, Loveland in company with 
his brother Mr. D. F. Loveland and 
Dr. Wonderly, ‘of Galena, Illinois, 
built another dredge in 1898, profiting 
by their experience in 97, and withl a 
greater degree of success, Mr. A, C, 
Loveland failed in health and had to 
return to his home in Wisconsin, 
leaving Dr. Wonderly to Manage the 
business. In 1899 still further im- 
provements were made in the com- 
pavy’s dredge and the management 
became more than ever convinced of 
the grand possibilities of dredge min- 
ing on the Saskatchewan, at the same 
time realizing that their machinary 
was not up to the requirements of the 
river either as te capacity or gold- 
saving appliances, Last ear they 
operated the same dredge still further 
improved and made from $40 to $50 
per day hand''ng 200 yards of gravel, 
at the same time aware that they 
were losing fully 50 per cent of the gold 
therein. At the end of the season 
Dr. Wanderly and Mr. Foster, the 
company’s engipeer, were convin:ed 
that the most up-to-date dredges in 
existence were none too good for use 
on the Saskatchewan.
